At the police court at Bdin- 
burg two persons were charged with keeping 
cocks in their backyards to the annoyance of 
the neigtorhboed. A gentleman stated tuat 
the defenders and-offiers in the same direet 
kept'a number of cocks which begen to crow 
80 lustily at break of day that all sleep after 
commencement of the concert was impossible. 
fhe annoyance from this coaduct on the part 
of the cocks was, he said, so great that bis 
wife's health bad completely broken down 
through want of sleep, and ne bad been oblig- 
od to send her to the. couatry in-the hope of 
effecting its restoration.

The sales for 1872 amounted to nearly $30,000, which, 
considering the short time the. enterprise had been in 
operation, shows the favor with which the products have 
been received. 

The importations of Boots and Shoes as declared at the 
Custom House for the year 1871, was about $100,100, re- 
presenting a selling value, after adding duties, etc., of 
say $150,000. The importation for last year fell wero 
siderably, the decrease being doubtless partially 
sioned by the local production. In addition to the de 
mand for Boots and Shves, as evidenced by the Customs 
House returns, the sales of Leather produced at the 
Tannery have to be taken into account, when consider- 
ing the entire field for the operations of the undertak- 


ig. 
The Tannery operations only commenced in August 
last, and as the tauuing process involves a pe 
several months, the business of this Department is in its 
infancy—a very superior article is, however, being pro- 
duced at low prices by an economical process, and, as 
there is no difficulty in obtaining an abundant supply of 
Hides, the outturn will be sufficient for the supply of 
the general demand for harness, mill belting, &c., ia 
addition to the requirements of the Boot Factory. 

The Belmont Boot and Shoe Factory was the first 
enterprise of its kind established in the Province, and its 
having been so far carried on with success is an assur- 
ance that, as population increases, very remunerative 
returns will be realised. 

The value of industrial institutions to the well being of 
any country is indisputable, and as the hides produced 

lin the l’rovince are now being manufactured into 

j leather, which in turn is made into Boots and Shoes, 
&c., (instead of as formerly being exported and the 
manufactured articles in turn imported,) the saving to 
the country by the undertaking is sufficiently obvious. 
It is, therefore, not unreasonable to assume that the ad- 
vantages which the prosecution ef such a reproductive 
institution insures will, aside from the remunerative 
character of the business, have due weight with all who 
are in any way interested in the prosperity of the Pro- 
vince. 

It should be remarked that this company will become 
atonce possessed of two businesses with established 
connections, without any iuterruption to working or 
loss of time in transfer, and will therefore have from the 
first day of its possession a revenue from « business 
which is capable not only of immediate, but, in the 
future, almost unlimited extension. 

Most similar undertakings of any magnitnde are now 
worked successfully by joint stock companies, both in 
Great Britain and in the United States.
